Mr.  Chairman,  Ladiea  and  Gentlemen,  • , 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  tae  annual  Ropcrt  upon  the  Health 
of  your  Ganitary  «>iatrlct  during  the  yeax'  iyb7. 

In  an  earlier  Annual  Report  I referred  to  the  steady  population  increase 
trend  since  the  population  figure  of  12,100  reflected  by  195^  (with  exceptions, 
only,  in  i960  and  I962).  . , 

This  trend  has  continued  during  the  current  year  by  3OO  persons  and  as 
such  compares  with  100  during  the  preceding  year. 

This  is  a matter,  of  course,  of  not  merely  academic  interest  but  provides 
not  only  an  absolute  figure  as  to  the  number  at  present  living  in  your  District, 
but  even  more  important,  gives  a pointer  tov;ards  progressive  demands  upon  a 
Seinitary/Housini';  Autliority  in  relation  to  such  basic  provisions  as  housing 
accomodation,  sewerage,  and  water  services,  bearing  in  mind  the  not  infrequent 
lenghty  time  factor  (dictated  outside  the  Area)  betv/een  the  actual  Resolution 
of  the  Authority  and  the  final  construction.!  completion  of  that  intention. 

As  the  bringing  to  fruition  of  further  progressions  in  these  basic  provisio.'iS 
in  this  last  year  are  dealt  v.dth  most  efficiently  by  the  senior  Public  Health 
Inspector  in  his  exten-dve  report,  may  it  therefore  be  more  appropriate  for 
myself  to  comment  briefly. 

By  the  completion  of  six  more  Council  houses,  this  Housing  <iuthority,  by 
the  end  of  the  year  will  have  constructed,  since  the  conclusion  of  the  war,  no 
less  than  7^7  dwellings  and  in  so  doing  has  produced  the  highest  rural  rate 
within  the  County. 

During  the  same  period  private  dwelling  construction  has  exceeded  others 
by  nearly  300. 

Although  water  provision  has  ceased  to  be  the  charge  of  the  District 
Councils  since  the  enactment  of  the  unique  Aiigle'-ey  County  Water  Act  in  1952,  yet 
it  is,  of  course,  very  much  more  than  just  a matter  of  civic  interest  because 
its  provision  can,  and  has  in  fact  in  practice,  been  a limiting  factor  by  the 
Ministry  upon  a District  in  its  intentions  towards  housing  and  sev;erage  progression. 
However  so  far  as  your  District  is  concerned  it  is  most  pleasing  to  note  that 
water  mains  mileage  has  increased  to  129,  and  that  as  a result 175  more  properties 
are  provided  for,  .aringing  the  total  in  these  last  20  years  to  3,'i50  properties  - 
a figure  that  should  be  read  in  relation  to  the  fact  that  the  current  respective 
numbers  of  dwelling  houses  and  farm  houses  are  3,957  and  75'!  many  of  which  are  in 
isolated  parishes,  and  it  is  ve^'-y  much  a debateable  matter  as  to  how  many  more  can 
in  the  future  be  provided  for  at  what  is  held  to  be  a reasonable  public  expense, 
and  a reasonable  private  house  connection  expenditure  by  the  owners.  This,  of 
course,  is  a problem  very  far  from  being  confined  to  your  District. 

The  .surveyor's  report-section  relative  to  Gewerage  and  Drainage  is  particularly 
significant,  it  being  noteworthy  that  there  are  now  already  19  separate  sewerage 
schemes  v/ith  the  certainty  of  that  becomming  a round  figure  in  the  near  future 
with  Rhydwyn/Llanrhyddlad  coverage . 

In  rcLation  to  the  costing  of  these  same  provisions  it  is  to  be  noted  tha.t 
your  Rateable  Valuation  has  increased  from  £329,922  to  £3^8,339  with  a Penny 
Rate  productivity  moving  from  £1,155  to  £1,350. 

The  size  and  composition  of  your  adult  pupulation  in  the  years  to  come  will 
of  course  be  dictated  by  the  trends  and  chxracter  of  the  Birth  and  Death  Rates 
of  the  present,  and  recent  years  which  are  so  tabulated  as

These  are  of  particular  significance,  at  the  moment , because  it  is  certain 
that  for  the  next  few  y«ars  they  will  be  distorted  by  the  advent  into  the  District 
of  personnel  (and  their  families)  associated  with  an  impending  major  constructional 
project  - these  families  being  of  the  younger  age  groups  will  increase  the  Birth 
Rate,  and  by  dilution,  tend  to  decrease  the  Death  Rate,  Thiy  picture  has  been 
happening  elsewhere  in  the  County  where  an  earlier  project  has  produced  these 
temporarily  warped  figures  which  will  not  become  stabilised  until  the  project  is 
reduced  to  a premanent  care  and  maintenance  labour  force  picture. 

A study  of  the  Causes  of  Death  does  not  reveal  any  increases  attributable  to 
environmental  factors  under  the  control  of  a Sanitary  Authority.  The  malignant 
causes  have  fallen  from  the  earlier  25  to  13 » but  the  coronary  heart  disease  group 
has,  in  accordance  with  the  nationa’’  trend,  increased  from  13  to  27 • There  were 
only  two  notifications  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  (both  aged  over  40  years)  and 
child  with  the  glandular  form. 

Protective  measures  against  the  common  notifiable  diseases  continue  to  be 
offered  by  the  General  Medical  Practitioners  and  by  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics 
to  those  parents  sufficiently  interested  in  those  measures,  and  it  may  be  of  note 
to  point  out  that  altuough  there  were  260  births,  only  137  had  small  pox  vaccin- 
ation and  23^  were  brought  for  imraunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  again  thank  the  Senior  Publich  Health 
Inspector  and  his  assistant  for  their  continuing  all  time  ready  co-operation  in 
this  sphere  and  the  Chairman  and  his  Colleagues  for  their  courtesy  and  interest.

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health 
Officers  Regulations,  1959,  I herewith  submit  my  report  upon 
work  carried  out  during  the  year  and  upon  sanitary  conditions 
of  the  area. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  19^8 

No  action  was  required  under  any  of  the  provisions  of 
the  above  Act  during  the  year. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 


As  in  previous  years  duties  under  this  heading  have  been 
very  limited  as  the  Anglesey  County  Council  continue  to  be  the 
responsible  authority  for  water  supplies.  Work  of  the 
Department  has  generally  been  restricted  to  advising  owners 
of  private  well  supplies  on  methods  of  securing  an  improvement 
in  quality  of  supply.  Sampling  of  such  private  supplies  in 
the  main  is  carried  out  by  officials  of  the  County  Authority 
but  it  would  appear  that  they  are  not  in  a position  to  give 
advice  on  improvement  schemes. 

The  following  information  extracted  from  the  annual 
report  of  the  County  Water  Engineer  will  be  of  interest  to 
members  : - 

1) .  Current  daily  consumption  of  water  was  46 

gallons  per  head  per  day,  an  increase  over  the 
previous  year  of  4 gallons. 

2)  . A total  of  175  additional  properties  within 

the  area  were  connected  to  the  mains  supply 
during  the  year  bringing  the  total  number  so 
connected  since  1947  to  3,150. 

3)  . The  total  length  of  water  mains  in  the  district 

as  at  31st  December,  1967  was  129  miles  with  mains 
ranging  from  1^"  to  21"  diameter, 

4) .  The  18"/21"  mains  link  between  Alaw  and  Traffwll 

Works  was  completed  and  the  9"  Traffwll  - Rhosneigr 
main  was  commissioned.  Thus,  water  from  Alaw

can  be  distributed  to  all  districts  south  and 
west  of  Gwalchmai,  including  Rhosneigr, 

Trearddur  Bay,  Holyhead  and  Holy  Island, 

Water  Sampling 

Only  four  samples  of  water  from  priT'scate  well  supplies 
were  taken  by  staff  of  this  Council  which  were  in  connection 
with  projected  improvements  to  dwellings.  All  the  samples 
proved  to  be  unsatisfactory  in  quality  and  the  owners 
concerned  were  advised  on  methods  to  secure  an  improvement 
in  supply.

SEWERAGE  SCHEIIES  - GENERAL 

One  new  extension  scheme  to  serve  the  Garreg  Fawr  / 

Cliff  Hotel  areas  of  Trearddur  Bay  was  completed  and  brought 
into  operation  during  the  year  and  its  commissioning  before 
the  commencement  of  the  holiday  season  obviated 
unsatisfactory  sanitary  conditions  at  the  Cliff  Hotel  holiday 
centre.  The  scheme  is  a puniping  one  and  discharges  into  the 
existing  Trearddur*  Bay  sea  outfall  sewerage  scheme. 

A further  local  investigation  was  carried  out  into  the 
proposed  Rhydwyn  / Llanrhyddlad  village  scheme  cxnd  at  long 
last  it  appeared  that  authority  to  proceed  with  the  scheme 
would  not  long  be  delayed.  r. 

The  completion  of  the  extension  scheme  at  Trearddur  Bay 
has  brought  the  number  of  automatic  pumping  stations  to  be 
maintained  to  twenty  six  and  following  is  a table  showing  the 
number  of  separate  sewerage  schemes  now  in  operation  in  the 
rural  district

In  addition  to  the  above  nineteen  schemes,  ten  isolated 
Council  Housing  estates  are  provided  with  drainage  schemes, 
three  of  these  discharging  into  small  treatment  works  and  the 
remainder  into  septic  tank  installations  or  cesspools  which  are 
cleansed  as  and  when  required  by  Council  equipment. 

Apart  from  flooding  of  control  equipment  at  Pumping 
Station  No.  2 at  Treairddur  Bay  all  schemes  operated  satisfactorily 
d-uring  the  year.  Concern  has  been  expressed  in  previous  years 
of  the  inadequacy  of  the  two  underground  pumping  stations  at 
Trearddur  Bay  and  the  fact  that  either  one  or  the  other  of  these 
has  become  flooded  in  each  of  the  last  three  years  emphasises 
the  need  to  have  replacement  stations  with  above  ground  control 
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equipment  with  as  little  delay  as  possible.  The  Welsh  Office 
have  already  stated  that  before  extensions  and  improvements  ... 
to  the  existing  scheme  can  be  carried  out  infiltration  of 
surface  water  into  the  sewers  must  be  reduced  to  a minimum 
and  a television  survey  carried  out  over  a portion  of  the 
sewerage  system  shovjed  that  most  of  the  infiltration  is  via  ■ 
house  drainage  systems.  It  is  obvious  therefore  that  before 
further  extension  schemes  are  initiated  it  will  be  necessary 
to  carry  out  a "scheme  of  separation"  the  cost  of  which  is 
likely  to  be  high  and  not  greint  aided. 

Sewage  V/orks  Maintenance 

A general  improvement  has  been  achieved  in  the  maintenance 
of  the  several  sewage  treatment  works  in  the  area  although  the 
Gwynedd  River  Authority  have  reported  unsatisfactorily  and  fairly 
regularly  on  the  treatment  works  at  Bodedern,  By  the  end  of 
the  year  this  works  was  been  visited  at  least  three  times  every 
week  and  if  this  is  not  found  to  be  often  enough  in  the  future 
it  is  intended  that  daily  routine  maintenance  will  be  carried 
out . 

Sewage  Pollution  of  Foreshores 

During  the  year  surveys  were  instituted  into  two  sea 
outfall  schemes  at  Rhosneigr  and  Forth  Gwr  flarw  to  establish 
work  which  would  be  necessary  to  obviate  admitted  sewage 
pollution  of  the  foreshore  in  the  two  areas.  A local 
investigation  was  held  during  the  year  into  proposals  to 
extend  the  existing  sea  outfall  at  Forth  Gwr  Marw  by  some 
AGO  yards  and  it  was  expected  that  authority  to  invite  tenders 
for  the  scheme  would  not  be  long  delayed. 

In  Rhosneigr,  the  Council  accepted  their  Consulting 
Engineers  proposals  to  extend  the  existing  sea  outfall  by  some 
500  yards  and  construct  an  additional  tank  sewer  for  the  storage 
of  sewage  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  hoped  that 
Ministerial  investigation  into  the  scheme  would  take  place 
shortly. 

Individual  Drainage  Systems 

A total  of  135  private  drainage  systems  to  serve  new  and 
existing  properties  were  inspected  and  approved  during  the  year.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


The  general  refuse  collection  service  continued  to  be 
maintained  by  two  "Karrier"  dual-tip  vehicles  provided  with 
packer-plates  and  apart  from  routine  repair  works  their 
operational  efficiency  was  satisfactory.  In  accordance  with 
past  practice  the  service  was  augmented  by  a new  A-  ton  Austin 
commercial  vehicle  uselS.  predominantly  in  serving  licensed 
caravan  sites,  hotels  and  the  more  isolated  parts  of  the  district. 


During  the  year  the  report  of  the  Working  Party  on  Refuse 
Collection,  set  up  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  in  May,  1963  was  published,  giving  a comprehensive 
survey  on  legal  aspects  of  refuse  collection,  types  of 
collection  etc.;  following  are  the  main  recommendations  of  the 
V/orking  Party  as  they  affect  areas  such  as  this  :- 

1) .  Almost  all  authorities  need  to  take  some  action 

to  improve  their  service, 

2)  . The  only  two  systems  which  can  be  recommended  for 

house-to-house  collection  are  continental  dustless 
loading  and  the  paper  sack  system.  The  "skep"  system 
and  kerbside  collection  are  the  worst  of  the  traditional 
methods . 

5) . The  provision  of  refuse  receptacles  at  residential 
premises  should  be  a legal  responsibility  of  the 
local  authority. 

4)  . Ordinary  domestic  refuse  should  be  collected  at  least 

once  a week  said  food  waste  from  shops,,  catering 
establishments  etc.,  at  least  twice  weekly, 

5)  . Bulky  household  refuse  should  be  collected  free  of 

charge . 

6) .  In  all  but  the  smallest  districts,  refuse  collection 

and  associated  services  should  be  under  the  full-time 
control  of  an  officer  qualified  and  experienced  in 
public  cleansing. 

The  type  and  frequency  of  refuse  collection  throughout 
the  district  has  been  reported  upon  a niimber  of  times  in  the 
past  and  is  well  known  to  all  members.  It  is  admitted  that 
there  is  room  for  improvement  in  this  area  but  it  would  be 
economically  imprudent  to  embark  on  a paper-sack  weekly 
collection  service  in  one  go  and  thought  should  instead  be 
given  to  phasing  this  type  of  service  throughout  the  district 
over  a few  years. 
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A problem  which  all  coastal  authorities  have  to  cope 
with  is  the  ever  increasing  influx-  of  visitors  to  hotels, 
caravan  and  camping  sites  and  boarding  houses  and  it  is  well 
known  that  some  private  dwelling  houses  rated  as  such,  have 
anything  between  two  and  six  dustbins  which  requires  to  be 
emptied  weekly « 

Clegir  riawr  Refuse  Tip 

A new  Bristol -Taurus  bull-dozer  with  front  loader  was 
purchased  during  the  year  to  replace  the  existing  P.D.  44 
angledozer  to  effect  an  improvement  in  tip  control.  Within 
a few  months  of  its  acquisition  it  became  obvious  that  the 
investment  was  a wise  one  and  an  improvement  in  tip  control 
became  apparent. 

The  area  available  for  tipping  was  not  expected  to  last 
more  than  two  years  and  an  approach  to  the  landowner  to  sell 
land  adjacent  to  the  tip  was  unsuccessful.  An  alternative 
site  approximately  one  mile  away  was  offered  by  the  same 
owner  but  the  Council  resolved  to  pursue  the  acquisition  of 
land  to  enable  the  existing  tip  to  be  extended. 

Night  Soil  Collection 
Cesspool  Cleansing 

A total  of  165  private,  septic  tank  installations  and 
cesspools  were  cleansed  during  the  year  at  the  request  and 
expense  of  property  owners. 

The  night-soil  collection  service  was  maintained  during 
the  year  and  although  with  the  implementation  of  village  . . 
sewerage  schemes  this  particular  service  is  being  gradually 
reduced,  the  time  saved  is  more  than  offset  by  the  ever 
increasing  demand  for  cleansing  of  private  septic  tanks  etc. 

Street  Cleansing 

Rem.ahks  made  in  previous  years  on  the  inadequacy  of  the 
street  cleansing  service  continue  to  apply  and  no  headway  was 
made  following  a suggestion  that  the  whole  service  should  be 
reviewed  by  the  County  Council  whose  responsibility  it  is. 

Foreshores 

It  is  becoming  increasingly  evident  that  anti-litter 
publicity  campaigns  are  having  little  or  no  effect  and  I can 
only  repeat  that  the  habits  of  frequenters  of  beaches  appear 
to  be  worsening.  Many  of  these  seem  to  think  that  they  have  an 
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inherent  right  to  leave  their  litter  and  food  remains  on  the 
beach  expecting  Council  employees,  birds  or  the  tide  to  effect 
removal . 

Public  Conveniences 

Work  on  the  construction  of  public  conveniences  at 
Porthdafarch  commenced  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  when 
these  are  complete  the  number  of  conveniences  owned  and  operated 
by  the  Council  will  total  four,  the  others  being  at  Trearddur 
Bay,  Rhosneigr  and  Aberffraw. 

Demand  for  provision  of  toilet  facilities  at  a number  of 
small  beaches  is  increasing  but  in  view  of  the  extremely  high 
cost  of  erection  of  traditional  buildings  thought  will  have  to  be 
given  to  semi-permanent  toilets  which  can  be  provided  at 
approximately  one  third  of  the  cost  of  traditional  types. 

NUISANCES 

A total  of  '7'!  alleged  nuisances  were  reported  during  the  year, 
involving  a total  of  186  inspections  and  re-inspections. 

With  the  exception  of  two  all  the  complaints  were  found  to  be 
justified  and  appropriate  action  was  taken  to  secure  abatement 
of  the  nuisances.  The  two  exceptions  related  to  complaints 
that  offensive  odours  on  foreshores  were  caused  by  sewage 
pollutions  when  investigations  showed  the  cause  to  be  decaying 
seaweed  deposited  above  high  water  mark  of  ordinary  tides. 

The  complaints  referred  to  in  the  following  "offensive 
odours"  section  referred  to  a continuation  of  nuisance  from  the 
recently  established  piggery  at  Gwalchmai  which  houses  a total 
of  4,000  pigs  at  cjny  one  time.  Approximately  4,000  gallons 
of  slurry  requires  to  be  disposed  of  daily  and  the  method  is  one 
of  spraying  over  fields  in  rotation,  a method  which  is  adopted 
in  a number  of  European  countries.  Various  firms  specialising 
in  odour  control  have  been  consulted  and  a number  of  deodorant 
products  have  been  introduced  into  the  slurry  without  any 
significant  improvement.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  advisory 

service  has  also  been  consulted  but  so  far  it  has  not  been 
possible  to  completely  eliminate  the  odour  nuisance.  The 
management  have  been  co-operative  in  attempting  to  restrict 
slurry  spraying  operations  to  coincide  with  favourable 
atmospheric  conditions  and  this  has  met  with  a little  success.

CAPPING  AHD  GARAVM  SITES 

Only  one  new  site  was  licensed  during  the  yeea?  for  the 
stationing  of  three  seasonal  caravans  only.  Applications  from 
five  site  operators  to  increase  permitted  members  were  approved 
and  the  total  number  approved  was  78.  The  total  number  of 
licensed  caravans  in  the  area  stood  at  77  accommodating  a total 
of  1,23^  caravans. 

Operators  of  three  caravan  sites  were  successfully 
prosecuted  by  the  County  Council  for  allowing  their  sites  to  be 
occupied  by  more  caravans  than  the  number  stipulated  on  the  site 
licence . 

The  caravan  sites  were  visited  as  often  as  possible  and 
although  minor  infringements  were  evident  these  were  attended 
to  following  informal  action  and  it  did  not  become  necessary 
to  recommend  institution  of  legal  proceedings  against  any 
operator . 

Tented  Camping  Sites 

In  previous  reports  concern  has  been  expressed  at  the 
inadequacy  of  legislation  relative  to  tented  camping  and  it  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  because  of  the  action  initiated  by  this 
and  other  Councils  a few  years  ago  there  are  signs  that  more  up 
to  date  legislation  is  likely  to  be  introduced  which  will 
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facilitate  control  of^such.  sites  by  local  autbority.  In  this 
day  and  age  it  seems  rather  ludicrous  that  the  only  control 
of  camping  sites  is  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1956*

Of  the  above,  102  shops  are  connected  with  the  retail 
distribution  of  food.  Assistants  were  employed  at  26  shops, 
the  remainder  being  family  businesses. 

Food  Hygiene 

Pressure  of  work  in  other  spheres  made  it  impracticable 
to  carry  out  routine  inspections  of  food  premises  but  when  such 
premises  were  visited  the  opportunity  was  taken  of  full 
inspection  and  from  the  limited  number  of  inspections  it  seems 
clear  that  there  is  a growing  awaremess  of  the  need  to  observe 
principles  of  hygienic  Icandling  of  food.  No  complaints  were 
received  from  the  public  and  it  did  not  become  necessary  to 
recommend  institution  of  legal  proceedings  for  contravention 
of  food  hygiene  regulations. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Meat 


The  number  of  private  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  area 
remained  at  four  all  of  which  comply  with  current  constructional 
and  hygienic  requirements.  The  slaughterhouses  were  visited 
periodically  by  a veterinary  officer  of  the  M.A.F.F.  who  reported 
favourably  on  the  four. 

The  required  100%  meat  inspection  service  was  maintained 
despite  the  continuing  need  for  inspecting  officers  to  work 
outside  normal  working  hours  particularly  during  the  months  of 
June  to  September  inclusive. 

A total  of  3,304  animals  were  slaught-ered  and  inspected 
during  the  year  compared  with  2,804  in  1966  and  following  is  a 
summary  of  animals  slaughtered,  carcases  inspected  and  incidence 
of  condemnations

OTHER  FOODS 


Food  Hygiene  Regulations 

Pressure  of  work  in  other  spheres  has  prevented  a 
systematic  inspection  of  food  premises  in  the  area  but  whj»n©ver 
such  premises  have  been  visited  in  connection  with  other  duties, 
for  example,  ice  cream  sampling,  the  opportunity  has  been  taken 
to  inspect  premises  and  advise  occupiers  on  the  provisions  of 
the  regulations.  It  has  again  been  found  that  the  commonet?t 
infringement  relates  to  the  inadequate  covering  of  certain 
foodstuffs  but  all  informal  notices  were  complied  with  forthwith 
No  complaints  were  received  from  members  of  the  public  of 
unsatisfactory  food  premises. 

Bakehouses 


The  number  of  bakehouses  in  the  area  producing  bread 
and  confectionery  remained  at  nine. 

Ice  Cream 

Two  additional  premises  were  registered  under  Section 
16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  for  the  sale  and  storage  of 
pre-packed  ice  cream,  bringing  the  total  of  premises  so 
registered  to  80  of  which  75  sold  pre-packed  ice  cream  only. 

There  are  no  ice  cream  manufacturers  in  the  area. 

During  the  summer  months  a total  of  53  samples  of 
ice  cream  were  taken  and  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
at  Conway  for  bacteriological  examination.  Of  these  52 
(98.11%)  were  placed  in  Grade  I,  the  highest  attainable  grade 
and  1 (1.89?j)  in  Grade  II. 
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The  numher  of  samples  taken  is  somewhat  less  than  in 
preceding  years  due  to  a request  from  the  laboratory  staff  to 
curtail  samples  of  this  particular  commodity  because  of 
pressure  of  work.

The  total  amount  of  food  voluntarily  surrendered  as 
being  unfit  for  human  consumption  was  comparatively  low  and
